The enrollment 
reached its highest level in any year with 162 freshmen, 72 sophomores, 
49 juniors, 25 seniors, and 23 irregulars or a total of 331 students during 
the first semester; and 139 freshmen, 61 sophomores, 42 juniors, 36 sen- 
iors, and 19 irregulars or a total of 297 students the second semester. 
Losses were due to financial conditions, scholastic failures, and opportun- 
ities for employment on the part of students.

The year 1940 was a very hard year for Tabitha Home. With no sup- 


port from the U. C. L.A., practically no entrance fees, and most of Dr. Rit- 
zen’s time spent on the building fund appeal our receipts in the current 
fund were far from sufficient to carry us through the year. 

Our financial report will show that $3,500.00 has been . 


This has been necessary for several years. As a result, the current tund 


has had to borrow 511,000.00 for running expenses. 

We need an awakening of the people who want Tabitha Heme to 
continue. Expenses have been cut as much as possible. We cannot let 
the aged or the children go hungry. We must have better support from 
the congregations. 


Most of Dr. Ritzen’s time has been spent on the appeal. It has been : 
necessary for Dr. Ritzen not only to go and make the appeal to many of 
the congregations but also he has had to do the canvassing. 35 churches | 


of the Kansas Synod have responded to the appeal, 7 have gone over 
their quotas, 17 are still working on the appeal, and 4 have made no 


response whatsoever. The total cash in pledges of the Kansas Synod | 


for the building fund amounted to $7,070.86 at the close of 1940. 


Because of a break in Dr. Ritzen’s health caused by ever working, | ‘ | 


the building program will be delayed, but it is hoped that all — | 
gations will complete their work. 


Our campaign is not complete enough te start building arrange 
ments, but because of an order from the city of Lincoln to move our 
heating plant which is located in a street, we expect to locate and install

Al- 
though the building is valued at much more, it was built with an actual 
cash outlay of only a few hundred dollars. Much of the material and 
most of the labor involved were donated by members of the congregation 
and their friends. Zion's was granted the same salary aid for 1941 that 
it received in 1940, but the congregation offered to contribute more in 

1941 than it did in 1940, so that their pastor’s salary is raised. 


Bethlehem, Wakeeney, Kansas, the Rev. G. C. Schaub, ee: con- 
tinues to show what a field for the Lutheran Church lies in Western 
Kansas. Although the congregation is yet unable to assume full respon- 
sibility for its pastoral service, the congregation has responded in every 
other way to the service of their supply pastor. The congtegation is 
greatly hindered by its lack of a parsonage, so that the salary * a pastor 
must be somewhat more than other fields require. : 


St. Mark’s, Norcatur, Kansas; vacant; was supplied itil one month 
in 1940 by Andrew Fuhrmeister, of Fremont, Nebraska. Although the 
committee has been unable to provide a pastor for this field, it was 
able to provide the congregation with services throughout the Advent 


Season. 


First English, Topeka, Kansas; the Rev. R. E. Rangeler, pastor; 
again requested assistance from the funds of the Home Missions Com- 
mittee. The committee granted this field 8350.00 for 1941. ü 


The committee granted assistance to missionary pastors who desir- 
ed to attend the training camp of the Board of American Missions last 
summer. The Revs. Klover, Harrison * Karriker availed themselves of 


this opportunity. 


Three vacancies must be filled by the Synod at this convention. The 
terms of Rev. Search and Mr. Hangen expire at this time. Mr. Hangen 
is eligible for election, but Rev. Search is not eligible for re-election.

“Through the gracious will of our Heavenly Father we meet ih 
the Sixty-first convention of our Women’s Missionary Society of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Kansas and Adjacent States. To him 
be the glory, praise and thanksgiving for all the many blessings of the 
past year. : 

There have been gains in some departments, losses in others, but 
on the whole the organization has gone forward in the missionary work 
of the Church. It is with deep concern, however, that we view the con- 
tinued loss of membership. Let us prayerfully examine ourselves to 
find the real cause for such loss. In spite of the addition of a new 
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society there is a loss of nineteen members, bringing our active mem- 
bership down to 898. 

Although we have until January 1, 1942 to deuapletd our India 
Centennial Fund we are somewhat anxious about its final outcome. 
With but eight months to go 27 societies have not as yet responded to 


this call, and only three have completed the project. 
In accordance with the action of the national conventions of the 


Church and Women’s Missionary Society, on January 1, 2055 all respons- 
ibility for the work of the Children of the Church was given to the 


Parish and Church School Committee of the Synod. 
As to the personal record of the president, I wish to 1 that I 


attended the triennial convention of the Women’s Missionary Society and 


endeavored to represent this group to the best of my ability. During 
the course of the year I have been present at two conference meetings, 
addressed 9 groups, wrote articles for the Kansas Synod Lutheran and 


wrote 452 letters and cards. 

Let us rely more heavily upon our Lord and Master as we go 
about our work in the future, that He may direct us into larger channels 
and use us more fruitfully in extending His Kingdom. Pray, therefore,

help the Indian widows by purchasing their laces, let us endeayor to 


put more emphasis on our India Lace Day Program in May and try 
to double or even treble our India Lace Day Offerings that this won- 
derful work may not be retarded just because we could not get the laces. 


Ind According to the 1940 reports we have 1,353 lace makers in our 


* There are about 11 departments to the Industrial work in 


ia which are as follows: Hospital, Bible Training School, Converts’ 
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Home, Home of Protection for Christian Girls, Industrial School, Home 
for Mental Cases, Home for Incurables, Home for Mutes, Home for 
Old People, Home for Widows, Receiving Home for Babies. What we 
place in our India Lace Day Offering Envelope makes possible the 
maintenance fund for this Industry. These Offerings are to be sent to 
the Synodical Treasurer of the Women’s Missionary Society. 


Consignments of lace are secured directly from our Secretary of 
India Lace Industry, Mrs. Jaxheimer, 1228 Spruce St. a Philadelphia, and 
reports of lace sales are made to the Synodical Statistical Secretary. 


While we have a reason for the decrease in lace sales we cannot 
explain the drop in sales of our American Indian Bead Work. This in- 
dustry also deserves our most earnest support because of the help 
which it furnishes the poor Indian families and it also aids in the main- 
tenance of the Rocky Boy Mission.

CONSTITUTION andBY- LAWS. 


| 


Article One — Name | 
This organization shall be known as The Women’ s 1 
Society of the Synod of Kansas and Adjacent States of the Upited Luth- 
eran Church in America. 


Article Two — Objects 

The objects of this organization shall be to interest the churches 

of the Synod in missions; to organize all women of the churches into 

Missionary Societies and to sustain in every way the objects: sanctioned 

and supported by the Women’s Missionary Society 7 the Upited Luth- 
eran Church in America. | 


Article Three — Membership | | 
All Congregational Missionary Societies of women within the 
bounds of this Synod shall be members of this Synodical Society. 


Article Four — Meetings; Representations; Voting: ; Quorum 

Section 1. This Society shall meet annually. | 

Section 2. Delegates to the Synodical Convention An be the 
officers of the Synodical Society, its department secretaries, chairmes 
of standing committees, and such other delegates as tip Synodical 
Society shall decide for itself. : 

Section 3. Each Society within the bounds of this Synod shall be 


entitled to one voting delegate for every ten active members or major 


fraction thereof. The president of each Congregational Society, when 
present, shall be entitled to vote whether or not a delegate. Visiting 
Life Members, upon the approval of the Convention may * authorized 
to vote. 

Section 4. A majority of those . who are eligible to vote shall 


constitute a quorum. 


Article Five — Officers; Manner of Election; Executive Board 

Section 1. The Officers of this Society shall be a President, three 
Vice-Presidents, (one from each conference), a Recording ener i 
a Statistical Secretary, Treasurer, Historian & Education Secreta 
Promotional Secretary and an Industrial Secretary. i 

Section 2. The officers shall be nominated by a bommittee appointed 
by the President; and further nominations may be made from the floor. 
The final election shall be made by ballot, the “ 4 the maj- 
ority of votes cast shall be elected. 

Section 3. Any vacancy occuring among the officers between Con- 
ventions shall be filled for the unexpired term by a U vote of 
the Executive Board.

BY-LAWS 


Seetion 1. The officers elected by this Society in Convention assem- 
bled, provided for under Article 5, Section 1 of the Constitution shall be 
elected for terms as follows: 


The President, the three Vice-Presidents (one from iad 
conference), and the Recording Secretary shall be elected er a 
one year term and be eligible for two re-elections. 


d. The Treasurer, Statistical Secretary, Historian & Edu- 
cation Secretary, Promotional Secretary, and the Industrial

Section 2. The President shall preside at all the meetings of the 
A and it is her duty to advance the Missionary work by instruc- 
tions and suggestions to the other officers and department secretaries.
